A/V cables carry audio and video from your Blu-ray 
Disc player and other content devices to your HDTV. 
The nice thing about an HDMI cable, in particular, is 
the fact that it can handle top-quality audio and video 
simultaneously. 

For a wired network connection to the Internet, you 
can use fast, reliable Ethernet cable. A long cable 
can connect your HT equipment directly to your net- 
work router. If hiding a long cable would be a hassle, 
consider using short Ethernet cables to link your HT 
devices to your router through a pair of 200Mbps or 
faster powerline adapters. 



Network Adapters 

Some HDTVs, A/V receivers, and BD players are net- 
work-capable, but need a special adapter that's sold 
separately. These may be Ethernet adapters for wired or 
powerline networks or Wi-Fi adapters for wireless con- 
nections. In many cases, the manufacturer of your TV 
or device will sell a compatible adapter. These usually 
plug into a USB port on the device. 

Wireless adapters such as the Actiontec MyWirelessTV 
HD Video Kit on page 12 can even transmit HD video 
and audio between devices. This can give you the flex- 
ibility to put your TV anywhere — perhaps even in another 
room — and not have to worry about running cables to it.

While there are many Internet-connectable HDTVs available, there are other devices in your home that can bring connectivity to 
an HDTV. Here's a look at what your options are to join your home theater and the Web. 




BD Players 

With a Web-enabled BD 
player, you can stream 
movies and music from 
online services and access 
Web-only features on BDs 
that have BD-LIVE. Also, 
having a connected player 
lets you download the 
latest firmware updates 
for your device, ensuring 
it remains compatible 
with future BD technolo- 
gies and features. 



HDTVs 

If you want one less device 
in your HT and enjoy the 
advantages of the Web, 
look to a smart HDTV. 
Many TVs can access Web 
sites and services such as 
Facebook and Netflix via 
built-in widgets, or let you 
surf the entire Internet. 
Models offer Ethernet ports 
and/or embedded Wi-Fi, so 
they can use wired or wire- 
less home networks. 



Game Consoles 

Not only will you be able to 
surf the Web using a game 
console, but you can also 
check the weather, latest 
news, and sports stories, 
plus shop the console's 
online store for TV, movie, 
and game downloads. It 
can also double as a com- 
munication tool so you can 
keep in touch with loved 
ones via voice or video chat 
and social media sites. 



Audio Systems 

Adding smart features to 
your home theater can be 
as simple as upgrading your 
audio system. Most smart 
audio systems are Wi-Fi- 
ready or have an Ethernet 
port, and they'll let you 
search for content and use 
apps just like you would on 
a smart TV. It'll also include 
all the components you 
need — speakers, a receiver, 
and perhaps a disc player.

Docks 

Lots of A/V receivers sup- 
port docks, which are 
recharging cradles with 
advanced connections 
for MP3 players such as 
iPods. Not only can a 
dock feed your i Pod's 
music to your HT sound 
system, but perhaps also 
your video and photos to 
your HDTV. A dock may 
come with a receiver or 
be sold separately. 



Online Media 

If your sound system's 
receiver supports Ethernet 
cable or wireless net- 
working, perhaps with 
an optional adapter, you 
may be able to take it on- 
line. Many A/V receivers 
support Internet radio 
stations, streaming video 
services, and more. That 
means a bountiful variety 
of music, movies and 
other entertainment. 



A Smart Remote 

Some receivers allow 
you to turn your smart- 
phone or tablet into a 
universal remote that 
can control most or all 
of your home theater's 
functions, including 
volume, sound input, 
and more. The receiver 
manufacturer may offer 
an app you can down- 
load and install on your 
smartphone or tablet. 



Other Devices 

If your tablet, phone, MP3 
player, portable game 
system or other gadget has 
a headphone jack, you 
can channel its audio into 
your home theater's sound 
system. Simply plug it into 
one of the receiver's inputs 
such as an auxilliary port 
with a 3.5mm stereo audio 
cable. Some receivers also 
allow wireless hookups 
via Bluetooth.

Speaker Types 

Although all cars exist to provide transportation, certain cars are a better match for certain drivers. The same is true of speakers in that 
they all output audio, but certain styles are better suited to certain listeners. Here's a look at what four speaker types have to offer.

Floor 
Speakers 

Also called tower speakers, 
this speaker type is gener- 
ally tall and wide. Although 
their size precludes placing 
them anywhere but on a 
floor, they're typically more 
powerful and can output 
louder and more dynamic 
sound. They house multiple 
drivers to cover the entire 
audio spectrum, giving you 
an expansive sound. 



Bookshelf 
Speakers 

Usually about a foot tall 
or less, these speakers can 
inconspicuously reside 
on a bookshelf or table. 
Bookshelf speakers typically 
house a tweeter and woofer 
to cover the mid- low to 
high audio range. Consider 
adding a separate sub- 
woofer to bolster the low 
end, especially if you'll be 
watching a lot of movies. 



In-Wall & Ceiling 
Speakers 

These unobtrusive 
speakers can mount flush 
and hide their wires. Some 
models have paintable 
frames, enabling them to 
seamlessly blend into a 
room. Though more dif- 
ficult to install in existing 
spaces, they're great for 
new houses, home-theater 
remodeling projects, and 
whole-house systems.

Wireless 
Speakers 

Beyond reducing wire 
clutter, wireless speakers 
are generally easy to install 
and move about. Wireless 
coverage, typically relying 
on Bluetooth or RF (radio 
frequency), can extend past 
300 feet depending on the 
model. Overall, wireless 
speakers are a great alter- 
native to stringing wire in 
inconvenient areas.

Network Options 

Streaming video, Web access, big-screen video chat, on-screen widgets, BD Live — these are just some of the compelling reasons 
to take your home theater online. Now the question is the best way to plug it into your Internet connection. 



HOME THEATER 




Ethernet Cables 

Your fastest option is good, old- 
fashioned network cable. Run a CAT 
5/5e/6 Ethernet cable between your 
HT devices and your router, and you 
can achieve network speeds of up to 
1 Gbps. Of course, you'll need to route 
the cable so no one will trip over it, 
which may mean putting it under base- 
boards or through walls. (If you have 
more than one Internet-connectable HT 
device, you can buy an Ethernet hub 
or switch so they can all share a cable 
connection to your router.) 



Wi-Fi 

The wonderful advantage of a wire- 
less connection is the fact that you 
won't have to run a long cable be- 
tween your home theater and your 
router. For the most stable streaming 
video performance, make sure 
that your HT devices and wireless 
router all support Wi-Fi N (802.1 1 n) 
without the word "draft" next to it. 
And if you buy a concurrent dual- 
band router, you'll be able to use 
more connected devices with less 
network congestion. 



Powerline 

A powerline network offers you all of 
the stability and much of the speed 
of an Ethernet cable connection, and 
also the easy setup and convenience 
of Wi-Fi. It safely uses your home's 
electrical wiring to carry data from 
your HT to your router. Starter kits 
come with two adapters so you can 
create a network in minutes. Look 
for powerline adapters that have 
200Mbps or faster speed ratings, as 
well as multiple Ethernet ports to 
support two or more HT devices. 
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Essential Things To Know 

Input/Output Basics 

Nearly every device in your home theater, such as your HDTV and Blu-ray Disc player, uses A/V cables. Here's a primer on 
what those cables do and how to connect them properly.

What do all those cables do? 

Put simply, they connect the output ports of devices that provide A/V con- 
tent to the input ports of your TV or sound system. For example, you could 
plug one end of a compatible cable into your satellite/cable box's output 
port and the other end of the cable into one of your HDTV's inputs. 



How will I know where to plug in each cable? 

In many cases, each type of cable has a unique connector that can only 
plug into the correct type of input or output port. The ports should be la- 
beled on the device, too. RCA-style cables can be used for several types of 
A/V signals, so they're often color-coded to match the right type of port. 



Given a choice, what is the best cable to use? 

A high-quality HDMI cable is the best for devices with multiple A/V port 
options. It can carry both HD digital video and surround-sound HD digital 
audio at the same time, so you only have to use one cable instead of two or 
more. Not every gadget comes with an HDMI port, however, so you may 
need to use other types of A/V cables to connect devices such as game con- 
soles and MP3 players. 



What types of video cables are there? 

Another type of video connection used by home-theater devices is called 
Component video. It actually employs several color-coded, RCA-style cables 
to carry good-quality video. Older equipment may use lower-quality types of 
cables such as S-Video or Composite video (a single yellow RCA connector). 



What audio cables might I encounter? 

Various devices can use analog audio cables with RCA connectors (usually 
a white one and a red one) or headphone-style plugs. Some also support 
medium-quality digital audio via coaxial (RCA) or optical cables. 

Can I replace cables with wireless connections? 

Yes. Some new devices, such as the Actiontec MyWireless TV on page 12, can 
transmit even 3D HD video and audio wirelessly, so you can replace any type 
of A/V cables without losing quality. 
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Audio & Video The Way It Should Be 

HDTV Calibration 

Out of the box, an HDTV's audio and video settings are programmed to make it look and sound the best in a retail environment. Because 
it's unlikely your home theater is noisy and fluorescent-lit, you need your HDTV professionally calibrated to match its unique setting.

Glossary 

Balderdash! OK, HDTV jargon isn't quite that bad, but there are a few terms that every shopper needs to know. Here is 
your cheat sheet. 




aspect ratio — Put simply, it's the 
shape of the TV's screen. An HDTV 
has a wider picture than a tradi- 
tional TV of the same vertical screen 
height. An HDTV has a 16:9 aspect 
ratio, meaning that if its screen were 
1 6 inches wide, it would be 9 inches 
tall. A regular 4:3 TV screen would 
be 12 inches wide at the same 9-inch 
height. 

HDMI (High-Definition Multimedia 
Interface) — A type of cable connec- 
tion that carries both high-resolution 
video and uncompressed multichannel 
audio between HDTVs, home-theater 
receivers, and the other components 
required for your home-theater setup. 
HDMI cables maintain top picture and 
sound quality. 

HD tuner — A built-in tuner for re- 
ceiving local high-def broadcast 
TV channels. You won't need one 
if you have cable or satellite ser- 
vice. Most HDTVs include one, but 
separate HD tuners and antennas 
are available if your TV doesn't have 
one. 

interlaced — When an HDTV displays 
an interlaced image, as in 1080i or 
480i resolutions, it really shows you 



every other horizontal line of a frame 
of video (called a field) at a time. 
Sixty times a second, the TV displays 
the other field of the frame, or the 
lines not shown in the previous field. 
Interlaced video can appear to flicker 
or might cause moving objects on- 
screen to have blurred edges. 

LCD (liquid-crystal display) — Like 
a notebook's screen, an LCD HDTV 
uses a fluid crystal substance to form 
pixels of color in front of a back- 
light. LCDs may not be able to match 
plasma TVs' deep black and gray 
areas, but they're lighter, sometimes 
less fragile, and considered easier to 
set up. These work better in brighter 
rooms or if you will be playing un- 
changing images on the screen for an 
extended period of time. 

plasma — Plasma TVs use a tiny tube 
of gas for each pixel, and electricity 
makes each pixel glow. Plasmas 
create deeper blacks and sometimes 
brighter colors than LCDs and have 
better contrast. These also offer 
slightly better viewing angles. How- 
ever, older or less expensive models 
can also suffer from permanent 
screen damage if an unchanging 
image, such as a TV channel's 



stock ticker or parts of certain video 
games, is displayed too long. 

progressive scan — A TV showing a 
progressively scanned image, as in 
1080p or 720p resolutions, displays 
a full frame of video (both odd-lined 
and even-lined fields) all at once. 
Progressive scan video looks sharper 
than interlaced does and doesn't 
flicker. 

projection — Some large-screen 
HDTVs offer lower-priced alterna- 
tives to LCDs or plasmas by using 
projection technologies. These tech- 
nologies vary, but all projection TVs 
throw light on a screen from the front 
or rear. This means they are bulkier 
than plasmas or LCDs, but some sets 
have stellar picture quality. 

viewing angle — No matter where you 
sit in front of an HDTV with a wide 
viewing angle, such as 1 70 degrees, its 
picture should look reasonably good. 
Test this before you buy. 

widescreen — A TV or monitor that's 
wider horizontally in relation to its 
vertical height. HDTVs typically have 
a 1 6:9 aspect ratio rather than an 
older 4:3 display.

Telephoto Lenses 

Sports, concerts and theater events usually take place 
far away from where you're sitting. What a telephoto 
lens does is to bring the action up close for in-your- 
face images.

Focal length is a feature of a camera's lens, expressed in 
millimeters, that refers to an image's depth of field. For ex- 
ample, a lens with a focal length of 28mm or lower is con- 
sidered a wide-angle lens, while a focal length of 75mm or 
higher is considered a telephoto lens. A 50mm, meanwhile, 
lens has about the same perspective as the human eye. 

Essentially, any digital camera you buy will be a 35mm 
equivalent camera, which means that the baseline focal 
length is 35mm and matches the perspective of what the 
human eye sees. For example, if you have a camera with a 
5X optical zoom, the lens can make the subject appear five 
times closer for a focal length of up to 1 75mm (35mm x 5). 



Determine Your Focal Length Needs 

By understanding focal length, you'll be able to choose 
a camera or lens with the best features for your preferred 
shooting situation. For example, if you want a point-and- 
shoot camera and expect to snap photos from a long dis- 
tance, opt for a camera with a 5X or higher optical zoom. 

If you have a D-SLR camera, you use additional lenses 
to capture shots with different perspectives. For instance, 
sweeping shots such as landscapes can be achieved with a 
wide-angle lens (28mm or lower focal length), whereas a 
telephoto lens (75mm or higher focal length) can capture 
faraway subjects, such as athletes at a sporting event or 
animals in their natural settings.

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Basic Camcorders 

Even entry-level video cameras can 
often record better images than a 
typical camera phone. Most cam- 
corders come with a bigger lens, 
for instance, and that lens is better 
in quality. Also, many basic cam- 
corders capture sharper close-ups 
thanks to their optical zoom capa- 
bility, which is one thing camera 
phones generally lack. It's often 
easier to swap memory cards in a 
camcorder, too, and it's more com- 
fortable to hold one for a long shoot 



One benefit of a mid-range cam- 
corder is typically a larger image 
sensor. A bigger sensor can capture 
more of the light coming through the 
lens (which may also be larger and 
higher in quality in a mid-level cam- 
corder). This means that the picture 
will contain less electronic "noise," 
so you'll get cleaner and sharper 
picture detail. Mid-range camcorders 
can also shoot in HD video formats, 
which is a feature not every entry- 
level camcorder can claim.

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Making Sense of 

Resolution 

Digital videos and photos are made up of millions of tiny pixels, or picture elements. Resolution is expressed as the number of 
horizontal and vertical pixels, such as 1,920 x 1,080. The higher the numbers, the greater the detail. 
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You'll find the video resolution of a camcorder expressed 
by their vertical pixel counts, such as 1080p and 1080i 
(1,920 x 1,080) and 720p (1,280 x 720). Both of these HD 
resolutions have crisper detail than the old standard-defini- 
tion video format, which is 480 pixels in height. 

The "p" and "\" letters in video resolution figures de- 
scribes how an image is redrawn on a screen for playback. 
Camcorders that use a progressive-scan video format (1 080p 
and 720p) will record and play back full frames of video with 
every screen refresh. Interlaced 1080i models record and play 
back frames of video twice as often as 1 080p or 720p cam- 
corders, but they only display half of a video frame at a time. 




Photo Resolution 

The resolution of a digital camera can be determined 
based on its megapixel rating, which indicates the total 
number of pixels each model can devote to a photo. 
For example, a 16MP camera's image sensor may 
capture pictures of up to 4,624 x 3,464 resolution, or 
roughly 16 million pixels. 

Compared to HD video, digital photos can deliver a 
much greater resolution. (A frame of 1080p video is 
the equivalent of 2MP.) Cameras that can snap high- 
resolution photos allow you to enlarge and/or crop im- 
ages without losing sharpness of detail and ending up 
with a blurry or pixelated shot.

Lens filters are a photography tool that can help you achieve specific re- 
sults.

aperture — An iris-like diaphragm opening 
that can expand and contract the lens to 
let you control the amount of light that 
passes through it, thus affecting the expo- 
sure. The term "f-stop" can be used inter- 
changeably with aperture. 

burst mode — A camera mode that lets 
you capture several shots consecutively 
by pressing the shutter button only once. 

CCD — A charge-coupled device is a 
type of image sensor. It converts light 
into energy that can be stored as digital 
data on your camera. 

depth of field — The area that is in focus 
in front of and beyond the subject of 
your photo. 

digital zoom — Magnifies an image digi- 
tally by cropping it and filling in the rest 
with interpolated pixels, thus degrading 
the quality. Even if the numbers are im- 
pressive, never choose a camera based 
on digital zoom. 

f-stop — See aperture. Smaller f-stop 
numbers mean a wider lens opening; 
larger f-stop numbers mean a narrower 
lens opening. 

ISO — For digital cameras, the ISO setting 



measures the sensitivity to light (similar to 
how it does with film). Digital camera ISO 
settings, such as 200, 400, and up, should 
capture photos as if you were using film 
with such a speed. Lower ISO settings 
mean you need more light and vice versa. 

LCD — The screen on the back of the 
camera that lets you see a live-action 
view of your subject or your photo after 
you've taken it. 

lens — The apparatus on the front of the 
camera that gathers and directs light 
toward the image sensor. In a digital 
camera, the lens likely has both an op- 
tical and digital zoom. 

megapixel — Approximately 1 million pix- 
els. The higher the megapixel count, the 
higher the resolution and the more you 
can crop, which means you can create 
larger prints with better quality. 

memory card — Because digital cameras 
have very little onboard memory, they 
need flash memory cards to store more 
than a dozen or so images. The type of 
memory card you need depends on the 
make and model of your camera. Some 
of the most popular memory cards are 
Secure Digital, MultiMedia Card, Compact 
Flash, and Sony Memory Sticks. In gen- 



eral, memory cards are quite small. 

noise — The small statistical variations 
among pixels that lead to (usually) 
minor distortions of color in a photo. 

optical zoom — The camera's mechanical 
ability to move its lenses to magnify your 
subject. With optical zoom, the higher 
the number (such as 5X or 1 0X), the 
better. When choosing a camera, always 
consider the optical zoom, not the digital 
zoom. Digital zoom artificially adds pixels. 

resolution — The number of pixels in 
an image. The higher the resolution, 
the more detail and quality in a photo. 
Resolution is expressed horizontally by 
vertically (such as 2,272 x 1,704). 

shutter speed — The length of time a cam- 
era's shutter is open to let light through the 
lens and hit the sensor, which records the 
image. This is expressed in fractions of a 
second. For instance, a shutter speed of 
1/250 means that the shutter is open for 
1 /250th of a second. 

white balance — Cameras adjust colors 
based on the way white objects look 
under the current lighting, leading to 
more lifelike colors. White balance can 
usually be manually adjusted, too.

Flash Drives 

These flash memory gizmos are also known as thumb 
drives, pen drives, or USB flash drives, as the vast ma- 
jority of them have USB connectors. They're physically 
small enough to slip into a pocket, yet they have up to 
128GB of storage space for your music, video clips, and 
documents. 

Flash drives give you a great way to move files from one 
device to another, or to loan to a friend when she wants 
to give you copies of her vacation photos. You can use 
a flash drive to make backups of project files or personal 
data, too, although there may not be enough room to 
back up your entire PC. 



Portable Hard Drives 

Hard disk drives use magnetically coated platters to store 
huge amounts of data. Portable models use a short cable 
to connect to one of your computer's USB ports. They're 
physically much smaller than desktop external hard 
drives, which aren't meant for carrying around. 

Although their spinning disks make portable hard drives 
slightly more fragile than flash drives, they give you more 
storage space for your money. It's this high capacity — up 
to 2TB — that make them so useful. You can back up 
your whole laptop with one, or use it to bring your en- 
tire music collection with you on a trip. Most come with 
useful utility software, too. 
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Simplified Wireless Home Network Protection 

One-Touch Security 

It's important to secure your wireless home network to protect it from unauthorized access, but setting up network encryption 
can be confusing. To make the task easier, some network devices offer an easy push-button security setup. 
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Wireless Network Routers 

Wi-Fi Protected Setup, or WPS, is a feature found on 
many wireless routers. WPS lets you set up encryp- 
tion on your Wi-Fi network without having to navigate 
router settings to choose the "right" encryption standard 
or type in long passwords. In effect, it vastly simplifies 
the procedure of locking down your wireless security, 
which in turn makes it more likely that you'll surf safely. 
You can often enable WPS by pushing a physical WPS 
button on your router and on each of your network 
devices. You might also be able to implement WPS in 
software. For instance, a setup wizard may invite you 
to type in a PIN — which is shorter than a strong pass- 
word — to add each device to your Wi-Fi network. 




Powerline Adapters 

Even though it's a wired form of networking like Ethernet, a 
powerline network still needs to be encrypted. This can pre- 
vent the unlikely (but not impossible) scenario of a neighbor 
picking up your data signals with their own powerline gear. 
Thus, many powerline adapters offer a security setup button. 
The installation and security setup is easy. After you've installed 
your powerline adapters, you need to press the security setup 
button on one adapter. Within a couple minutes of pressing the 
first one's button, you do the same for each powerline adapter 
on your network. This will cause the adapters to automati- 
cally agree to use the same encryption type and password. 
(Alternatively, you might be able to perform the same setup 
using your powerline adapter software.)

Printers With Apps 

Many printers now have mobile apps that let you print things directly from your tablet or smartphone, such as those running iOS 
or Android. And depending on your printer's capabilities, printing may just be the beginning of what you can do. 
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Print On The Go 

Say that you occasionally like to print out a photo or 
document stored on your smartphone or tablet. Without a 
way to do this directly, you're left with the task of moving 
the file to a computer, and then printing it from there. Of 
course, the PC method isn't practical if you're short on 
time, such as when you have a plane to catch. And some- 
times there's simply no laptop or desktop to be found. 

At times like these, you'll be glad you bought a printer 
with a mobile app. It should automatically connect to your 
mobile device over your Wi-Fi network, so you can make 
hard copies of photos, PDFs, and/or text documents. 



Advanced Features 

Depending on the printer you buy, your print options from 
a mobile device will vary. For instance, you might be able 
to select paper types and sizes, crop and rotate images, 
and specify whether you'd like your photos to print up to 
the edges of the paper (called borderless printing). Some 
will also let you set your printer to automatically print 
every picture you take with your mobile device. 

If your printer is an all-in-one, check to see if its app will 
let you scan documents and photos and save them on your 
phone or tablet as a file, such as a JPEG or PDF. This can 
be a real time-saver in certain scenarios.

Shopping for a computer can be intimidating, especially with all of the 
complex terminology. Here, well explain some common computer jargon 



COMPUTERS & TABLETS 




Bluetooth — A short-range wireless 
standard that connects devices such 
as computers, printers, headsets, and 
digital cameras so they can be used to- 
gether without being connected physi- 
cally with a cord. 

broadband — Network connections 
that transmit high-speed Internet access. 
Broadband speed varies depending on 
the provider. Cable companies offer 
speeds of around 8 to 1 1 Mbps, whereas 
phone companies offer DSL, which 
supports speeds of 3 to 5Mbps. 

Ethernet — A widely used LAN protocol 
in which computers and networks are 
physically linked with a cord. 

firewall — Hardware or software that 
limits access by a network or another 
outside source to your computer; it also 
may limit your computer's access to the 
network. These security measures are 
designed to protect your computer from 
outsiders who'd like to exploit it in some 
way. By the same token, firewalls may 
prevent infected files on your computer 
from accessing the larger network and 
spreading the problem to other users. 

HDMI (high-definition multimedia inter- 
face) — An output that some computers 



offer to transmit uncompressed (and ulti- 
mately high-quality) audio and video to a 
compatible HD display, such as an HDTV. 

all-in-one computer — A PC that en- 
compasses every component in a single, 
towerless unit that looks like a monitor. 
Typically all-in-ones are thin, making 
them ideal for small spaces and wall 
mounting. They also use less energy than 
most desktop/monitor pairings. Many have 
built-in Wi-Fi capabilities, so you won't 
need to connect the system to an Ethernet 
cable for Internet access. Models with 
touchscreen control are also available. 

mobile broadband — A communication 
technology, which is also called LTE, 
WiMAX, 3G, and 4G, that uses cell phone 
towers to connect devices to the Internet. 
Generally, you need a service contract, 
and it's only available in select areas. 

operating system — The software, such 
as Windows Vista, Windows 7, or Mac 
OS X, that controls a computer and its 
peripherals and serves as the primary 
interface for users. 

processor — Also known as a micropro- 
cessor or CPU, this integrated circuit 
controls the computer. Some CPUs 
feature two or four processors (called 



dual- and quad-core processors) on a 
single die or chassis, speeding up the 
computer and its ability to multitask. 

RAM (random-access memory) — A 

type of memory that's read from and 
written to by the CPU and hardware. 

streaming — The act of wirelessly transfer- 
ring content from one device to another; 
for example, you can stream personal 
photos from a computer in the basement 
to a compatible HDTV in the living room. 

tablet — Larger than a smartphone but 
smaller than a laptop, tablets are com- 
puting devices that use downloadable 
apps. Many have touchscreens that can be 
manipulated via touch or with a stylus. 

3D-ready — This means a piece of hard- 
ware can play 3D content, but to do so it 
may require additional components such 
as 3D eyewear. In order to watch 3D 
content on a computer, certain hardware 
must be 3D-ready, such as a monitor and 
graphics card. 

WLAN (wireless local-area network) — A 

setup that includes a wireless router and a 
number of Wi-Fi-enabled devices, such as 
notebooks and BD players, that communi- 
cate wirelessly to share files, media, etc.

PORTABLE DEVICES 




AAC — Short for Advanced Audio 
Codec, this format is a competitor of 
the more common MP3 file format. It is 
the default format used by Apple. 

Bluetooth — A wireless technology, 
supported by some MP3 players, 
that connects devices with short-range 
radio frequencies. 

capacity — How much data a player can 
hold. This is typically expressed in giga- 
bytes or megabytes. Generally speaking, 
1 GB will hold about 250 songs. 

download — In terms of digital music, 
downloading is when you retrieve a song 
from an Internet site or another network 
connection and save it to your computer 
or portable music player. You can down- 
load songs from music Web sites such as 
iTunes, Napster, or Rhapsody. 

DRM (digital rights management) — DRM 

is a security mechanism for digital media, 
associated with copyright. A common 
DRM scheme for digital music involves 
getting a licensed file to authorize play- 
back of a free or purchased song. 

earbuds — Small, circular devices you put 
into your ears so you can listen to music 
on your player. These serve the same func- 



tion as headphones. Many music players 
include their own earbuds, but you can 
purchase a separate pair that is more com- 
fortable or of better quality. 

flash memory — Solid-state memory with 
no moving parts that is lightweight and 
small. In terms of digital music players, a 
flash-based player is lighter and smaller 
than a hard drive-based player, and also, 
it won't skip. Thus, flash-based players are 
popular for use during exercise. However, 
the capacity of a flash-based player isn't as 
large as a hard drive-based player. 

FM tuner — If your music player has a 
built-in FM tuner, you will be able to 
listen to music that is broadcast from 
local radio stations. 

hard drive — Storage that consists of rigid 
platters inside a fixed casing. In terms 
of digital music players, a hard drive- 
based player is larger and heavier than 
a flash-based player. Because of the 
moving parts (the platters), hard drive- 
based players are also prone to skipping. 
However, their capacities are much 
larger than those of flash-based players. 

music management program — A pro- 
gram, such as iTunes or Napster, that 
loads onto your computer and lets you 



play, organize, download, and pur- 
chase media, such as music and videos, 
for your player or PC. 

MP3 — Perhaps the most popular digital 
audio encoding format. It compresses 
audio to about one-twelfth the original 
size while still providing excellent 
sound. In general, a 1MB MP3 file will 
last about one minute. 

playlist — A queue of songs a user cre- 
ates to play on a computer, burn to 
a CD, or transfer to an MP3 player. The 
playlist will only include directions to 
the location of the songs, not the actual 
songs themselves. 

podcast — A downloadable episode that 
is similar to a radio program. A user can 
subscribe to a podcast for updated epi- 
sodes, or she can download podcasts 
one at a time. 

screen — The display on the front of a por- 
table music player. A player's screen can 
either display in color or black and white. 

WMA — Windows Media Audio is a dig- 
ital audio format created by Microsoft. 

widescreen — A screen that has a 1 6:9 
aspect ratio.

Certain instrument makers 
are household names for 
a reason — they've made 
quality, well-respected 
equipment for decades. 
Still, scores of lesser-known 
makers also craft high- 
quality instruments. To find 
out what suits your needs, 
talk to experienced players, 
read reviews, and research 
the instruments your fa- 
vorite musicians play.
